“There is no doubt that when the 
promoter started to operate his mine

viting mob violence and flirting with | 
death,” the report said. “He knew | 
it and prepared to meet it. ‘Those 
in the mob undoubtedly believed it 
was an attempt to return to old condi- 
tions before the mines had been union- 
ized,

sions of duty on the part of public

“Although the commissiea finds | 
that the tragedy might have been | 
prevented, it also finds tSet the union | 
officials and the public officials never 
anticipated that it would happen. 
They all believed that the non-union 
minefS would be kicked out of the 
country and that this would end it. 
Then came into the equation an un- 
known quantity. Nobody can tell how | 
much this had to do with the failure | 
to punish the members of the mob. 
It was the storm of protest that swept 
through the public press of this coun- 
try. It was the condemnation of the 
union, the union officials, and the pub- 
lic officers. It presented the com- 
mon asgect of a stranger interfering 
in a family row. ‘The commission, 
of course, cannot say what might 
have been the result if public opinion 
had waited until the courts had either 
attempted or refused to discharge their 
duty. But the whole economic life of 
country puts it beyond peradventure 
that when an indiscriminate assault 
on the union and the people of the 
county was made it rendered the pun- 
ishment of anybody impossible in that 
county, 

No Excuses Possible. 

“This statement, unfortunately, can- 
not end nere. Clothed with all the 
charitable excuses above set out, these 
furnish no justification for the brazen 
audacity with which subordinate of- 
ficials and members of the United 
Mine Workers of America defended 
the crime and the criminals. That 
they were espousing the cause and de- 
fending the lawbreakers is further 
shown to the commission by the fact 
that they have since bought the mine 
where the tragedy occurred, and have 
paid therefor $729,000.” 

The local view of the incident, the 
report continued, was “well stated in 
the opinion of the coroner's juge” 
which found that the 26 deaths result- 
ed from the act “direct and indirect, 
of officials of the Southern Illinois 
| Coal company.’ 
| “Neither the sheriff no:> any of his 
| deputies ‘interfered or even visited 
| the scena,.”” the commission said. “The 
| pelice officers of Herrin ignored the 
| march through. one of the paved 
streets of the city of six prisoners 
and their execution at the cemetery, 
although all the rest of the popula- 
tion knew about it and many follow- 
ed and. witnessed the tragedy. 

“These homicides took place in the 
presence of innumerable witnesses. It 
cannot be true that the persons, or 
many of them, engaged in the mob 
are not known to citizens of that 
county. Yet there has been no con- 
viction for this breach of the criminal 
law, nor is there the remotest pos- 
sibility there ever will be one.”

“STOP; IT IS LAW!” 

By a decision of the appellate 
division of the supreme’ court of 
New York state a new principle of 
law has been laid down with refer- 
ence to grade crossing accidents. It 
lays the responsibility squarely upon 
the motorist. 

Discussing this decision and its 
far-reaching importance in a matter 
that is of serious concern to the 
people everywhere—for crossin | ac- 
cidents are demanding an enormous 
and an almost wholly uncalled-for 
toll of human life in every st#e— 
The New York Commercial says: 

“What is known as the dise sign 
act of 1919 gives the motorist ample 
warning of his approach to a railroad 
crossing in time to bring his car un-

It is a warning 
in ample time to be careful. Disre- 
gard of its warning is now deemed to 
be contributory negligence, and the 
motorist (or his estate) cannot re- 
cover damages if he is struck by a 
train, As the court points out, the 


-“law is not so much to place the dam- 


- ages as it is to protect the motorist 
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from his own recklessness. ‘Those who 
observe the law will not have to raise 
the question of damages.” 

In North Carolina there is a law, 
recently enacted, requiring every 
motorist to bring his or her car toa 
full stop at every crossing. The 
sign appears prominently before 


" each crossing and is a mandate in 
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the name of the law—"“‘stop, in the 
name of the law’ appearing boldly 
upon the sign, and with such em- 
phasis that it is a matter of record 
the motorists obey it instinctively. 
Of the two it would appear the 
North Carolina law is the best, as a 
driver who comes to a full stop at a

accommodation for cooperatives 
were taken in 1921, when congress 
enlarged the powers of the war fi- 
nance corporation. . Up to date that 
organization has authorized advances 
to cooperatives amounting to more 
than $190,000,000. Although only 
$38,500,000 of the money has been 
actually used, the fact that it was 
available has been a powerful bene- 
ficial influence. 3 

Many cooperative associations are 
opening up lines of credit at the 
new intermediate credit banks, be- 
cause the war finance corporation 
will cease making advances on Feb- 
ruary 29 next. It is believed the 
new institutions will function much 
as the war finance corporation has 
done in giving confidence and loos- 
ening up additional outside credit. 
They already have authorized ad- 
vances of about $5,000,000 to farm- 
ers’ cooperative associations han- 
dling cotton, wheat, wool, tobacco 
and canned fruits. 

The chief service of the interme- 
diate credit banks rests in the fact 
that the credit made available by 
them encourages private financial 
institutions to offer accommoda- 
tions that they otherwise might not 
be disposed to do. 

The intermediate credit banks 
seem likely nevertheless to operate 
soon on a bigger scale than was 
expected. Each of the twelve insti- 
tutions was provided with a capital 
of $1,000,000 from the treasury 
immediately it was organized. Five 
of them have since called for addi- 
tional capital to a total amount of 
$5,000,000, so that the present 
paid-in capital of the twelve banks 
is $17,000,000. Moreover, an issue 
of debentures to the amount of 
$10,000,000 has been sold in antici- 
pation of a large demand for dis- 
counts and advances in the coming 
marketing season. Discounts of 
agricultural paper for banks have 
been made to the amount of $1,000,- 
000 by the intermediate credit insti- 
tutions. : 

At the present it seems the fed- 
eral farm loan board, which super- 
vises the banks, is limiting loans 
and disgounts to a term of nine 
months, - This-is arbitrary unless 
borrowers where necessary may be 
assured that such paper can be re- 
newed, 

It is gratifying to know that the 
cooperatives in the south, especially 
those in Georgia, have proven of 


such sound business force, and of 


such reliability, that necessary fi- 
nancing. has not been difficult 
through private financial institu- 
tions in thelr own zones of activity. 


PROVING THEIR VALUE. 
Through the zeal of reserve of- 
ficers, materially aided by the super- 


vising experience. of the officers .of 
the regular army, the citizens’ mili- 
tary training camps in the various 
corps areas have proved their value 
this year. more than ever before. 
These citizen camps have a sched- 
ule of no more than twelve intro- 
ductory courses. Their purpose is 
to give the candidate a physical set- 
ting-up, accustom him to the rou- 
tine and discipline of army life, 
teach him how to put up and strike 
a tent, handle a rifle, shoot straight 
and adjust him to the various re- 
quirements of army and field life. 
The “carry-on service’ of gov- 
ernment in keeping the man-power 
of the country fit, and the powder 
dry, despite every earnest effort 
and every human prayer for ever- 
lasting peace and serenity, is one of 
the most potential aftermaths of 
war, and too much praise cagnot be 
given the reserve officers for their 
unselfish, and in most cases sacri- 
ficial, efforts to make the citizen 
camps of real, constructive service. 
In an informal report to the secre- 
tary of war, General Pershing says 
that the réserve officers’ training 
camps and the citizens’ military 
training camps of 1923 have been 
successful beyond expectation, de- 
spite deficiencies of equipment. 
More regular army officef% could 
have been used to advantage; in fact, 
there were not enough, together 
with reserve officers, to fill quotas 
for tactical units as required by the 
regulations.

Salt and Blood Pressure, 


Restriction of the salt ration by a 
salt free or salt pour diet is a meas-

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The public wants to know— 

First, will the governor become an 
exofficio member of this, his own com- 
mission, and serve with it actively in 
its investigations and deliberations, 
and assume with this commission of 
his own creation full responsibility in 
its reports and recommendations, a 
minority report being the natural al- 
ternative of any one or more members 
disagreeing with the majority— 

Or, second, will the governor (who 
by virtue of his position is administra- 
tive head of the state government and 
is charged with the same responsibility 
and duty of suggestion to the as- 
sembly as the president of any great 
business corporation is: supposed to 
recommend business programs and 
policies to the directorate) transmit 
the report and recommendations of 
this commission to the assembly with 
his approval, or with his disapproval? 

In other words— 

Has Governor Walker—who stead- 
fastly refused to recommend any plan 
for constitutional tax revision before 
the regular session of the assembly, 
and who has now Called an extraor- 
dinary emergency session for the, pur- 
pose of submitting a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment revising the state 
system in view of the failure of the 
legislature to@act in regular sesion in 
the absence of an executive program— 
any definite, fixed plan for tax re- 
vision that he will suggest to the extra 
session in addition to his commission's 
recommendations; or will he state his 
own recommendations as a part of the 
commission’s report, or will he trans- 
mit the commission’s report and rec- 
ommendations as his own, he having 
delegated to it the authority to find 
what is best?— 

Or, is this commission simply a 
plan to “pass the buck”—if I may 
be forgiven for a slang of the street— 
and a political manouver to get a 
number of Georgia citizens to pull his 
own chestnuts out of the fire? 


I am not asking or suggesting these 
questions, but am simply putting down 
without fear or favor in plain Eng- 
lish and on the top of the table, just 
what the people are asking. I know 
from hundreds of letters that have 
come to me on the subject since the 
announcement of his purpose from 
every section of Georgia, and from 
every element of citizens, 

In justice to Governor Walker let 
me add— 

Knowing the very able and reputable 
men who have agreed to serve on 
this commission I would say that the 
governor must have signified his in- 
tention to work with. and as one of 
the commission, and to approve open- 
ly and above board either its ma- 
jority or. minority report, or to sub- 
mit separate recommendations; other- 
wise I do not believe the members 
would assume to take from the gov- 
ernor of Georgia his own responsibil- 
ity before the assembly, and thereby 
put themselves as members in an at- 
titude of serious personal embarrass- 
ment before the assembly. 

Then again, the governor must have 
assured the members of his own of- 
ficial responsibility as an exofficio 
member of his commission, otherwise 
he would not have designated for the 
commission the number of hearings it 
should hold and at what points, 

I imagine that a commission act- 
ing upon its own initiative would not 
hold “hearings” only in several of the 
larger cities, as conditions in all the 
Georgia cities, so far as taxation goes, 
are about the same, 

Nothing can be gathered by a “hear- 
ing” at Savannah that could not be 
gathered by a hearing at Augusta;

United States Creameries 


Editor Constitution: The splendid 
Jetters by Mr. Sturdevant, also the 
editorial comment, cppearing in The 
Constitution, Sastenhet 1, has been 
read and, re-read, with more than 
ordinary interest. it is good and, in 
a measure, is deserving comment but 
much of it “lacks” and some of it 
over-steps not only existing condi- 
tions -vt all practical operations. 


There have been much journalistic 
publicity during the past two years; 
much of it has been - exceptionally 
good while some has been detrimen- 
tal; not intentionally so, but indeed 
the results are .he same and due to 
impractical knowledge of production 
and conditions under which this pro- 
ducing must done. Public opin- 
lon shaped by the result of error is 
just as injurions to those it hurts 
as is wilful deception and especially 
in so far as the earning power ‘of 
a dollar is concerned. 


We have paid a minimun of 70 
cents per butter-fat peund for sweet 
milk, our maximum has been slight- 
ly less than $1.00 per butter-fat 
pound. Compare these prices with 
the prevailing prices in dairying 
and see where a commercial con- 
densery would be when they have 
paid such prices as the producer of 
market milk receives when selling 
to this company. This company fur- 
nishes an unlimited market for all 
milk and cream within shipping dis- 
tance of Atlanta and pays 20 per 
cent to 30; per cent more than is 
paid in the dairying sections through- 
out the entire country 

Just a little investigation on the 

part of Mr..Sturdevant would change 
his opinion on the subject “of the 
welcome of pasteurized milk. Atlan- 
ta has never been sold ta» pasteuriza- 
tion; unfortunately the public’ opin- 
ion was prejudicted against pasteuri- 
zation several years ago. A close in- 
vestigation and estimate of the cost 
of selling Atlanta to pasteurized 
milk would approximate an expense 
of $12,000 annually for two or prob- 
ably three years, which is an ex- 
pense too great for the possible re- 
muneration. 
_ We have approximately $400.000 
invested in this business and in our 
apparatus and equipment we have 
every known facility that human in- 
genuity has been alne to devise to ef- 
ficiently and economically conduct a 
dairy products business. We have 
our own condensery we have bnt- 
ter-making apparatus and our capac- 
ity is equal to the occasion of hand- 
ling all the business handled by any 
three or four plants within the state, 
therefore, deem it unwise to invest 
even more mohey in additionat re- 
tail equipment to take chances with 
vague, yes, very vague, possibilities 
of increasing our business about $30,- 
000 and the possible margin only 
about 9 per cent and even this is 
in doubt, 

Our viewpoint is simply this; the 
letter and your editorial is very ef- 
fective and influential, and indeed an 
emphatic denial of our existence, not 
intentionally so, but for lack of in- 
formation. 

That a clearer conception of some 
of the why'’s may be had by those in- 
terested let them imagine a_ few 
things. Who is going to finance the 
purchase of cows? Who is going to 
put the present producer on a profit- 
{able basis? Who will, or who can, 
intelligently advise the producer in 
his thousand and one problems. he 
must solve before producing profit- 
ably? Who can tell us what” the 
average pound production per cow is? 
Who can tell us wnat it should be? 
Who can tell us what the production 
must be to be profitable? Who can 
tell him, or will tell him, what and 
how to feed for profit? Who can tell 
him what the overhead costs, will be 
per pound of fat? 

Over-head costs incident to mar- 
keting are problems confronting him 
just the same as ang other business 
confronts the operator. We have 
many complaints on the part of the 
producers who say they are losing 
money. We ask them five questions 
and, reluctantly, or unfortunately, 
not 10 per cent of them can answer 
more than one or two of the ques- 
tions. 

Dairies supplying Atlanta’s sweet 
milk and cream will ‘approximate 
975 in number and include about 16.- 
750 cows. On January 1, 1920, only 
one creamery was operating within 
the state. On January 1, 1923, there 
were sixteen creameries ‘and they 
produced 1922, 779,000 of high class 
creamery butter and this is an 
achievement worthy of endorsement 
and not criticism. Of the country’s 
milk crop of 1922, ninety-one billion 
pounds, and worth two billion, four 
hundred nine million dollars, one bil- 
lion, one hundred fifty-three million, 
five hundred § fifteen thousand 
pounds of creamery butter were made 
by six thousand, five hundred cream- 
eries operating throughout the coun- 
try and this figure places the aver- 
age creamery’s annual output at 
177,384, and our present rate of 
manufacture is in excess of two aver- 
| age creameries in the United States 
and the quality produced by _this 
| company, scores higher than 85 per 
cent of the butter manufactured. 

We are not as well informed in 
the bakery business as in the dairy 
products business; we are, however, 
in doubt if the Georgia Dairy Prod- 
ucts Ingredients entering into the 
production of bread and cakes are 
not more readily procurable in a 
higher per cent than is any otber 
single ingredient entering into such 
products; our opinion, however, is 
worth mo more th«n the information 
we have and this information is 
limited, but we have no records re- 
vealing Georgia’s production in 
wheat, sugar, ops, salt, etc., except

The water loaded if not 
water logged condition of the tissues 
of one who takes too much salt af- 
fects the muscles, of course, and 
causes quick fatizue on moderate 
exertion or that tired feeling all the 
time. 

Restrictions of the daily intake of 
salt has been found remarkably ef- 
fective in reducing hvpertension or 
excessive. blood pressure. It has 
brought relief to annoying head noises 
to many sufferers, particularly those 
with some degree of nephritis. Re- 
strictions of the salt intake for a 
period of two or three months often 
overcomes the bogginess of the lining 
membrane of the t.pper air passages 
which constantly troubles some salt 
eaters and which they fondly call 
“catarrh.” 

Bread may be made without salt. 
Fresh meat requirer no salt season- 
ing. Both bread and meat contain 
about half a day's ration of salt to 
the pound. Fresh water fish contains 
little salt; but sea fish contains much. 
An egg contains abwut four grains of 
salt which is plenty. Potatoes or 
rice may be preparca in many pala- 
table wavs without salt.

“Tt is now poss*ble, from the re- 
ports of the different government de- 
partments and the Red Cross, to form 
a more comprehensive idea of the ex- 
tent of the Japancse disaster. The 
area affected supports a population 
of approximately ten million persons. 
Between two or three hund thons- 
and are estimated to have been kill- 
ed, from three to five hundred thous- 
and injured. 


Human Problem First. 


“The problem, therefore, of Ameri- 
ean charity is to provide with the 
utmost expedition of supplies of foo:, 
medicines and clotning and to ship 
material for temporary shelter to pro- 
vide solution for the destitution which 
follows from such a great disaster and 
dislocation, 

“The human problem is wider dif 
ferent from the great economy prob- 
lem of property losses and derange- 
ment of business. Tn the case of the 
great San Francisco disaster. the 
financial stability «nd the credit of 
the United States were in no way im- 
paired, but it was only through the 
charity of the American people and 
the rest of the world that the in- 
habitants of San Frané@isco were 
maintained until they could re-estab- 
lish the normal processes of life. 

“In order to expedite recovery from 
this disaster, it is, therefore, neces-
